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Editor's award tops 
magazine’s laurels 


Outstanding among the awards pre- 
sented this year to Air Line Pilot maga- 
zine and its staff members was the 
Lauren D. Lyman Award bestowed on 
editor C. V. Glines by his peers in the 
Aviation/Space Writers Association 
(AWA). Established in 1972 in memory 
of a Pulitzer Prize-winning aviation re- 
porter, the award is given in recogni- 
tion of a “distinguished career in avia- 
tion writing” that “best displays the 
qualities of integrity, accuracy, and 





excellence in reporting and writing, 
deep understanding of others, and 
devotion to the best interests of the 
aviation industry.” 

The magazine received five other 
awards this year recognizing general 
excellence, and notable achieve- 
ments in writing, photography, and 
design for work done last year. 

The International Labor Communi- 
cations Association (ILCA) gave Air 
Line Pilot a First Award for general 
excellence and another award to 
photo editor Henry Gasque for the 





October 1983 cover. 

In a contest sponsored by the Socie- 
ty of National Association Publications 
(SNAP), the magazine received two 
honors, one for general excellence 
and one for the layout of the Novem- 
ber 1983 feature story “Deregulation: 
The Bomb that Exploded.” 

The magazine's technical editor, 
Jan W. Steenblik, received an award 
from the International Association of 
Business Communicators (IABC) for 
his December 1983 feature, “Crisis at 
Continental.” 
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
